THE VOTE-SLACKER PROBLEM. 
From the Los Angeles Times. 


HE vote-slacker problem is presented 


from a new angle in a study just made 
by Préfessor C. H. Titus of the political 
science department of thé University of 
California at Los Angeles, who shows that 
the tendency of qualified electors to absent 
themselves from the polls is directly pro- 
portional to the size of the community in 
which they live, cities of 100.000 population 
and over having the poorest record and 
those of 10,000 and less the best. 

Professor Titus confirms previously pub- 
lished statistics that the vote as related to 
population is gradually but definitely faii- 
ing off, the trend since 1916 being at the 
rate of 32 per 1000. This ts a rate very 
nearly treble the death rate. yet it rouses 
little wnxiety. ?Were the death rate to rise 
to 32 per 1000 of population and remain 
there for any tength of time. it would cause 
something akin to panic.
